that Diſcipline is neceſſary to qualify an Army for Act ion; 
and any body would have imagined, that this Affalr of 
Dettingen would have ſtruck them dumb; but there will 
always be ſubſiſting a Seit of little, low Cavillers, who 
will End 1 rail at, be it never ſo much above 
Cenſure. It was raſh, ſay they, for his Majeſty to venture 
into ſo much Danger; we have no Buſineſs to break with 
the French; but, if we do, we ſhow'd attack them by 
Sea, and not by Land: Theſe wiſe Stateſmen never con- 
ſider, that there is no Way to fix the true Balance of 
Power in Europe, but by endeavouring to keep the Em- 
pire independent of Fance: They take that Part to cri- 
ticiſe on, which beſt ſerves their Turn; and ſo they have 
but an Opportunity to cavil, no matter whether it is 

juſt or not. There are ſome People never to be ſatisfied ; 
and were the Almighty to depute an Angel from Heaven 
to rule them, they wou d find out ſome Fault in him.

This Morning Mr. Parker, one of His Majeſty's Meſſen- 


gers, arrived at the Duke of Newcaſtle's Office, with 


the following Letter, from the Right Honourable the 
Lord Carteret to bis Grace. 


My Lozp, Dettingen, June 18, 1743. 


IS Majeſty (God be praiſed) has this Day gained 

a very conſiderable Battle. The French paſſed 
the Mays at this Place, with about 25,000 Men, and 
have been forced to repaſs it with conſiderable Loſs, I 
write this from the Village near the Field of Battle, 
which the French were in Poſſeſſion of; by which 
Means we have ſecured our Conjunction with the Helſſi- 
ans and Hanoverians, in Number above 12,000, which 
are within two Leagues of us; and to intercept whom, 
the French made this hazardous Attempt, which has 
failed them. His Majeſty was all the Time in the 
Heat of the Fire; but is in perfect Health. The 
Duke received a Shot in his Leg, which pierced the 
Calf of his Leg; but the Bone is not hurt: He is ve- 
ry well, and in high Spirits. I muſt refer the Particu- 
lars of this great Affair till To-morrow, or next Day. 
General Clayton is killed z and we have taken ſeveral 
General Officers Priſoners, and many Officers of the 
French King's Houſhold in their fine Cloaths. The 
Army lies all Night under Arms. I am in a Cottage 
with Marſhal Netgerg. The Duke d Aremberg is wound- 


ed with a Muſquer-Shot in the Breaſt, This is a good 


Beginning of the Campaign, the Emperor's Auxiliaries

HIS Morning, about 8 o' Clock, the French Ar- 
| my, conſiſting of between 20 and 30,000 Men, 
1 under the Command of Marſhal Noailles, having paſt 
| the Mayn in the Night, attack'd our Army on their 
1 March from Aſchaffenburgh towards Hanau, whither 
| they were going. The Action continued very hot till 
| about 3 o'Clock in the Afternoon, when the French be- 
gan to give Way, and were entirely routed, and a com- 

leat Victory obtained over them. We drove them 
full Speed into the River Mayn, which they had been 
ſo fool-hardy as to croſs, and where, no doubt, many 
of them muſt have periſhed, This Puſh was made by 
Licutenant-General Camphbel, with a Body of 3,000 
Horſe, who made great Slaughter amongſt them. 
The Blues, together with General Hawley's, and Ge- 
neral Bland's Regiments, have been ſeverely handled, 
but behaved gallantly. The Number ſlain, in this Ac- 
| tion, we have not had Time yet particularly to know 3 
| but, as far as can be gueſs'd, we judge they may amount 
on both Sides to upwards of 6,000; in which Number 
we cannot reckon our own to be above 1000. The 
| Perſons of Diſtinction who fell on our Side, were 
only General Clayton, and Major Honeywood, but the 
| wounded were much more conſiderable. Amongſt the 
| * ]atter are his Royal Highneſs the Duke of ts 
who 


greateſt 
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who was ſhot into the Leg, and a beautiful Turkey 
Horſe killed under him; Brigadier-General Huske, who 
alſo received a Shot in his Foot, and General Ligonier 
wounded in two Places, but not dangerouſly, Lord A 
hemarle, and ſeveral other General-Officers, had their 
Horſes killed under thew, but received no other Da- 
mage. His MaJzsTY, who was in the Heat of the 
whole Action, and behaved with the greateſt Steadi- 
neſs and Reſolution, had (God be prais'd) no Misfor- 
tune. We have taken ſeveral Officers of Note, many 
of which are mortally wounded, particularly Monſieur 
Fenelon, Son to the French Ambafſador at the Hague. 
We are alſo aſſured, That Monſieur Noailles is himſelf 
much wounded, but has eſcap'd falling into our Hands. 
As this is the Day on which the Action happened, and 
you may imagine we are in the greateſt Hurry, I can- 
not give you a more particular Account; but muſt re- 
fer it to another Opportunity, which I hope will ſoon 
occur. We are now going to Hanau.

HIS is the Evening of a glorious Day; I am juſt 

returned from beating the French: 1 am ſatisfied 
that nothing can give you greater Pleaſure than this 
News, and therefore wil give you as particular an Ac- 
count of the Battle as the preſent Hurry will permit. 
Very early this Morning we received an Account, that 
the French Army, conſiſting of 25,000 Men, under the 
Command of Marſhal Noailles, had paſſed the River 
Mayn in the Night, in order to attack us before we 
were joined by the Heſians and Hanoverians. In order 
to conceal their March, and in Hopes of amuſing us, 
they firſt began to bombard the Town of Aſchaffen= 
burgh,” from acroſs the River: But the Sagacity and 
Vigilance of His Majeſty and the Earl of Stair, were 
not to be ſo amuſed. They immediately drew out the 
Army in the belt Manner that the Time and Circum- 
ſtances would admit, We found the French were ſupe-

rior to us in Number, and had diſpoſed their Army ve. 
ry advantagiouſly. Nevertheleſs, we were in the high. 
eſt Spirits; and His Majeſty, as if aſſured of Victory, 
ordered it to be given out amongſt his Soldiers, that 
they ſhould enjoy the Plunder of the Enemy. He was 
thanked by a general Shout. Betwixt 9 and 10 the 
Fight began, and the Action continued very deſperate 
till about 4 o'Clock in the Afternoon. The French, 
indeed, had before that Time begun to retire, but ra]. 
lied again, and for ſome Time maintained a bloody 
Fight: But Lieutenant-General Campbel, with a Body 
of 3,000 Horſe, was ſent againſt them; the Bravery of 
whom the French could not reſiſt, but began to fly 
with great Precipitation. Upon this our Army ſent up 
a general Huzza, and the French thought of nothing 
now but how to repaſs the River, which they did in 
ſuch Confuſion, that no doubt many of them periſhed 
in it. I cannot yet give you a particular Account of the 
Lofs on either Side; but that of the French is very con- 
ſiderable. Our greateſt Misfortune is the Lofs of Ge- 
neral Clayton, who was ſhot dead in the Battle; as was 
alſo Major Honeywood. His Royal Highneſs is wound- 


ed in the Leg, but not dangerouſly, General Ligonier, 


and Brigadier-General Huske, are both wounded, but 
in no Danger. Colonel Pearce is killed. Major Fobn- 


fon has his Leg ſhot off, We have taken the Royal 


French Standard; and their Gens d' Arms are all either 
cut to Pieces or drowned in the Mayn. Mr. Ranby 
has under his Care about 150 French Officers, Lord 
Albemarle and Colonel Driver, and ſome other Officers, 
had their Horſes ſhot under them: But His MajesTy, 
tho? all the Time in the thickeſt of the Battle, received 
no Hurt. We have taken Priſoners a prodigious Num- 
ber of French Officers; amongſt the reſt Monſieur Fe- 
nelon, Son to the French Ambaſſador at the Hague, who 


tells us, that their General, Noailles, was very much 


wounded, We are now upon the Field of Battle, and 
the Dead and Wounded are a diſmal Sight; yet it 1s 
leaſant to ſee many of our common Soldiers ſtrutting 
in Hats and Feathers and fine gold Trimmings, _— 
: they 
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they have taken from their conquered Enemies. Tam 


juſt going to Supper, having neither eat nor drank ſince 


ſterday at Noon, yet never was in better Spirits in

An Impartial Account of the late Action at Dettingen on 
June 35, 1743, as it was printed at Francfort, and re- 
printed at the Hague. | 


T was generally apprehended, that when the Allies 
I had taken Poſt at Aſchaffenbourg, they had gain'd 
ſome Advantage over the French; and, in Reality, fo 
they had, if the French Army had been leſs numerous: 
But Marſhal Noailles having a conſiderable Majority, 
made it quickly evident that he knew very well how ro 
uſe it; for, extending his Quarters on the other Side of 
the Mayn, from Miltenbourg to Selingenſtadt, which is 
near ſix German Miles, and finding the River ford- 
able in many Places, he diſtreſs'd the Allies in their 
Camp, by ſtopping the Boats on the Mayn, and by de- 
taching continually Squadrons of Huſſars to obſtruct the 
Paſſage of Convoys by Land. In the mean time the 
Allies, whoſe Quarters extended from A{chaffenbourg to 
Dettingen, which is about two Leagues, found their Si- 
tuation inconvenient for their Junction with the Heſian 
and Hanoverian Troops; for the former were arrived 
Rween Offenbach and Hanau, and the latter were in 
the Neighbourhood of the laſt-mention'd Place, and at 
the Diſtance, conſequently, of ſome more than five 
Leagues; which determin'd them to make a Motion on 
that Side, in order to transfer the Head-Quarters to 
Hanau, and thereby avoid at once the Inconveniencies

in their former Camp, and facilitate their Junction with 
the Hanoverians and Heſſians. 


The French General, M. Noailles, having maturely 
-confider*d his own Situation, and that of the Allies, and 


| having cauſed the River Mayn to be forded at Selingen- 


_ projected immediately the throwing himſelf and 
his Army between the Allies and their expected Rein- 
Forcement, This was certainly a great and glorious 
Deſign 3 and however the Marſhal may have fail'd in 
executing it, the very Contrivance of ſuch a Scheme 
_—_ y ſhews how much he is Maſter of his Pro- 
ion, 
His Excellency the Earl of Stair diſſembled his 
Knowledge of this Deſign, tho', from the Meaſures he 
took, *tis evident that he either had Intelligence of it, or 
had penetrated it by his Sagacity; for, on the 26th in 


the Evening, he ſuffered the Dium to beat as uſual, but 


immediately after, Orders were given for the Brit 
Troops, and for the Hanoverians in Engliſh Pay, to 
ſtrike their Tents, and to hold themſelves ready to 


march, 


On the 27th in the Morning the French Foot paſyd 
over two Bridges at Selingen/ted!, and their Cavalry 
forded it at the ſame Place : They then extended them- 
ſelves towards Deilingen, having the River Mayn on 
their Right, and a very thick Firr Wood on their Left; 
the Space between the River and the Wood being not 
above a Quarter of a League. The Auſtrian Troops, 
who were neareſt them, form'd immediately, and ha- 
ving been join'd by the Firſt Line of the Briliſß Forces, 
they were in a Condition to have attack'd them imme- 
diately ; but as his Brilannick Majeſty was at the Head 
of the Second Line, and was deſirous of being in the 
Action, the Signal of Battle was ſuſpended for ſome 
Time. This Space was ſpent in Cannonading, in which 
the French ſeem'd to have the Advantage from their St- 
tuation, which they afterwards loſt by a Motion to the 
Right, as will be ſeen in its proper Place. 

The Battle began about Ten, between 28,000 French 


and 18,000 Britiſh and Auf rian Troops. It laſted with

great Obſtinacy for better than four Hours; during 
which Time the French were continually reinforced.. 
They had once diſorder'd the Engliſh Troops, and the 
Houſhold of France, which made the Front of the Ar- 
my, endeavouring to make the moſt of this Advanta 
made a Motion to the Right, which expoſed them to 
a cover'd Battery of Hanoverian Artillery, that did 
digious Execution. In the mean time Duke Aren 
cauſed the Auſtrians to advance and cloſe the Opening 
that had been made, which entirely chang'd the Scene; j 
and the French finding it impoſſible to carry their Point, 1 
they began to retire towards their Bridges.

a Prifoner here. M. NMaailles was preſſed on both Sides, 3 
I mean by M. Brog/io, and the Court, to do ſomething 3 
worthy the ExpeCtations of France. He knew that the Þ 


Heſfans were on the Point of joining us, that Eight Bat- 
talions of Hanoverians were marching towards us, that 
General Nadaſti was coming from Bavaria with 2,500 
Huſſars, and that Baron Berenclau was to follow him 
wich 12, or 15,000 Men ; for theſe Reaſons, and from 


a Forelight of our future Operations, he reſolved to 
paſs the Mayn, and either attack us, or cut off a Part b 


of our Succours. Accordingly, about Seven Yeſter- 
day Morning, he drew two Bridges ovey the River at 
Selingenſiad!, where the Kaal falls into the Mayn, while 
his Huſſars were paſſing at Obenberg to amuſe us. His 


Forces were from 23 to 25,000, all pick'd Men, and 


in fine Order. His Majeſty drew us out to oppoſe him, 
and I think we might be 17,000 at molt, All Things 
were in a manner againſt us, Ground, Artillery, Num- 
bers, and even the Diſpoſition, for we formed as. we 
came up; but the Courage of the Men did all.

as to the Force of Men; a new raifed Regiment of 
Walleons having broke three old French Battalions, that 
is to ſay, repulſed them ſucceſſively. It is indeed 
amazing, but I never ſaw ſuch Obſtinacy as in our 
Troops and the Auſtrians, for they never loſt a Foot of 


Ground the whole Day, but ftood the firſt Shock like 


a Wall, tho? I believe it coſt us moſt of the Men we 
have loſt, which may amount to 1,500, or at moſt to 


1,600, The Enemy have certainly loſt between 4 and 


5,000, I reckon that we are at preſent go, ooo ftrong, 
and that we ſhall be very ſpeedily in a Condition to fave. 
M. Noailles this Trouble of paſſing and repaſſing Rivers, 
by making him one long Viſit.

nau; it was reſolved that the Army ſhould march back 
in order to keep it open. 

Accordingly the March began on Wedneſday Evening 
the 26th, and on the 27th in the Morning his Majeſty 
intended to leave Aſchaffenberg, and ride up the Line 
the Right of which extended almoſt to Deitingen, and 
the Left near to Aſchaffenberg, and was actually near 
the Middle of it at about 8 o'Clock the ſaid Morning; 
when the French having marched very early up to the 
two Bridges near Dettingen, began to cannonade our 
Army from a Village called Vein Oſtein with great Fury, 
and ſome Execution. As the Baggage was poſted be- 
tween the iſt and 2d Column, which was done for the 
Conveniency of marching, there was for ſome time a 
good deal of Confuſion. I can aſſure you, our Cavalry 
was a good deal galled; nevertheleſs they recovered 
their Countenance, and advanced with the grateſt Firm- 
neſs towards the Enemy, who had by this Time got 
over the Mayn with a Body of about 20,000 Men. 
The French King's Houſhold made the firſt Attack 
Sword in hand; I ſaw them come full Speed down the 
Hill, and break in upon Johnſon's Infantry, who re- 
ceived them without retiring an Inch, and made great 
Havock amongſt them, and took of *em 2 Standards and 
many Prifoners.

THE Emperor arrived here Yeſterday at ſeven 
1 o'Clock in the Morning from Augsbourg, which 
Place he left the 26th in the Afternoon, with the Prince 
Royal. The foreign Miniſters are returning hither, 

There has been a bloody Engagement near Dettingen, 
between a Part of the French, and another of the En- 
gib Army; the Advantage of which this laſt claims to 
elf, and ſays it was very conſiderable ; and the French 
do not deny their having miſled their Aim, and being 
obliged to leave the Field of Battle to the Engliſh. There 
is as yet no particular Account publiſhed by either Ar- 
my, but the following is the beſt that could be pro- 
cured. 

The French Army, which conſiſted of greater Num- 
bers than that of the Allies, was extended upon the left 
Side of the Mayn, in the Face of the latter, and had 
an advanced Corps at Mitenberg, which is two or three 
Leagues above Aſchaſfenberg. The allied Army was 


extended on the right Side of the Mayn, from Dettingen 
to Selzbacb, a little above Aſchafſenberg, and took up 


about two Leagues of Country. The King's Quarters 
were: at Aſchaſfenberg, and thoſe of Duke 4 Aremberg at 
Nieder Oſtein. I hie Hleſtun Troops were not yet come 


up, 
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up, but were between Hanau and Uſenbach, and the 
ſix thouſand Hanoverians were but juſt arrived in the 
Country about Hanau. This being the Poſition of the 
Army, Marſhal Noailles cauſed ſome Bridges to be laid 
near Selingenſtadt, below the Auſtrian Camp, and upon 
the 27th in the Morning he paſſed the Mayn at that 
Place, where there is a Ford, with a great Part of his 
Army, whilſt the reſt remained near the Bridges to co- 
ver them. It is preſumed that the Deſign of the French 


General was to cut off the Hefhans and Hanoverians, 


which were not yet come up to Hanau; find if he had 
ſucceeded in this Attempt, the allied Army wou'd have 
been in a bad Condition: The Deſign was well laid, and 
worthy the M. de Noailles, The King diſcovered the. 
Deſign of the French General; but, in order to miſlead 
him, his Majeſty ſeem'd to take no Notice, all the 26th 
inſtant, of the Diſpoſitions which the French were ma- 
king on their Left near Selingenſtadt. In the Evening 
the Tattoo was beat, as if the Troops were to repoſe z 
but preſently after, the Engl/h, and the Hanover Troops 
in the Engliſo Pay, received Orders to itrike their Tents, 


and hold themſelves in Readineſs to march. 


Upon the 27th in the Morning the French paſſed the 


3X Mayn upon their Bridges, at the Ford of Selingen- 
=X fadt, and extended themſelves towards Deſtingen, keep- 

ing their Right to the River, and having on their Left 
a thick Wood of Firr-Trees. The Space between this 


Wood and the Mayn is not above a Quarter of a League. 
The Auſtrian Troops, that were the moſt advanced, 


formed themſelves into Order of Battle very ſoon, and 
being joined by the firſt Line of the Brizz Troops, 


they were ready to have attacked the French firſt ; but 
the King, who followed with the ſecond Line, being 
deſirous to be preſent at the Action, it began later than 
it otherwiſe would have done. The Engagement was 
very obſtinate, as may be judged by the Duration of 
it, which was for four Hours. In the End the French, 
tho* continually receiving new Reinforcements, were 
roured, and purſued to the Mayn, which they repaſſed, 
Fart over the Bridges, and Part at the Ford of Selin- 
gen/tadt, 
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Fenſiad!, and Part by ſwimming ; leaving, beſides the 
Field of Battle covered with dead Bodies, Part of their 
Artillery, and their Ammunition Waggons, to the 
Allies. Their Lofs amounts to many Thouſand Men, 
as well killed and wounded, as drowned and taken Pri- 
ſoners. That of the Allies is much leſs. The Artillery 
of theſe laft, particularly the Hanoverian, did great 
Execution among the French. The old Auſtrian Regi- 
ments, particularly that of Salm, behaved very . 
and the two new Regiments, commanded by the Prince 
d Aremberg, and the Count d Arberg, were not inferior 


to them. His Majeſty's Guards were engaged with a 


Party of French Houſehold Troops. The other Englifþ 
Troops anſwered the Expectations every Body had of 
them; but it was remarked, that they were too much 
crowded, and two haſty in their Fire; whereas the Au- 
ſtrians did not fire till they came up cloſe to the Enemy, 
The Duration of the Engagement is a Proof that the 
French too behaved very gallantly, Amongſt their 
Dead is the Duke de la Rochecbouart; and amongſt their 
Wounded is the Count 4 Eu, a Prince of. the Blood.

"3 River between us; during which Time there happened 
ſeveral Skirmiſhes between the advanced Guards on both 
Sides, we R to be apprehenſive of their preparing 
for a March. It was not long before we found that we 
were not miſtaken in our Conjectures, and our Generals 
took their Meaſures accordingly. When the French 
ſaw how Matters went, they reſolved to fight us; and, 
accordingly, about Nine of Clock on Thurſday Morning 
laſt they croſs'd the Mayn, and drew up in Order of 
Battle; we did the ſame. Their Side of the River be- 
ing higher than ours, they improv'd that Advantage by 
plaming Cannon thereon ; our Rear not being come up, 
they began, at half an Hour after Nine, to fire upon 
us, and, as the Ground favour'd them, they cannonaded 
us from Rear to Front above two Miles, T he Ground 
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J was ſo low on our Side, that we were not able to raiſe 
"i one ſingle Battery to diſmount their Cannon; but we 
o rais'd two good ones againſt their Infantry. The Spot

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So we purſu'd them in the ſame Order that we firſt en- 
gag d: But when we found their Intention was to make 
off with whole Bones, we turn'd ſome of their own 
Cannon upon them, which they had left behind, and 
play'd into a little Village by the Water-ſide, where 
they were croſſing over.

:We were expos'd to the Fire of the Enemy's Cannon 
almoſt five Hours, and muſt inevitably have been all 
cut off, if the Ground had not favour'd us. The French 
imagining their Cannon did great Execution, as it play'd 
inceſſantly upon us, were near three Hours in the 
Field before they drew up in Order, and the firſt 
Charge was given, which, indeed, was a glorious one, 
upwards of 80,000 Muſkets having been fired in four 
Minutes Time, beſides Cannon. Our Colenel is mor-

. We are now with his Majeſty at Hanau, en- 
1 by the River Side. This Day we were join'd by 
the Hęſſians. Our Camp extends from Right to Leſt 


upwards of five Miles, and as thick as we can lie. 
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Extras of a private Letter from the Head Quarters of 
* the Allied Army at Philip's Ruke, a Caſtie belonging to 
Prince William of Hef, in the Neizhbourbood of Ha- 
nau, dated June 30, N. S. at Seven in the Morning, 


O whole Army decamped from Aſcbaffenburg 
the 35 of June, in order to get near to Hanau by 
Day- break the next Morning. The Baggage ſet out 
firſt, and began to march at Eleven at Night under a 
good Eſcorte. It moved ſlowly, and through By- 
ways, fo that at Break of = it was got but three 
Quarters of a German Mile from Aſchaffenbery upon 
the Hanau Road, where it ſtopped ſeveral Hours to 
wait for the Army under a Village called Kin Oftheim. 
The Enemy, who had Notice of our March, had got 
before us on the other Side of the Mayn, and raiſed ſe- 


veral Batteries to incommode us in it; from one of 


which they began to fire upon us, and particularly up⸗ 1 
on the Baggage ſrom behind the ſaid Village, and we 


returned it upon them for ſeveral Hours from Batteries 
which we erected immediately, whilſt our Army was 
forming; and as ſoon as that was done, we attacked 
the Enemy in a Wood, where the main Body of their 
Army was very advantagiouſly poſted, tor they 2. Y 
. elled 
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felled Trees in many Places to make Avenues ; from 
which they fired upon us, and then retired into the 
Wood, and into Huty covered with Branches of Trees, 
till ſuch Time as they had recharged their Pieces, to 
fire again upon us from the ſaid Avenues, Our Army 
being thus formed the Length of the Wood, ſent them 
ſeveral Vollies of Cannon-ſhot, and the whole Fire of 
our Small- arms; after which our Troops broke into the 
Wood wich inexpreſſible Courage and Intrepidity, and 
having made a terrible Slaughter of the Enemy, drove 
them from that Poſt; from whence they fled in great 
Confuſion towards the Mayn, which they repaſſed up- 
on a Bridge of Rafts. Our People purfued them to 
the River, killed Thouſands of them, and many pe- 
riſhed in the Stream. 

It is faid that their Pontoons, and nine Pieces of Can- 
non are taken, but this I cannot warrant, but ſaw my 
ſelf a great many of their Colours, Standards, and 
Kal Drome in our Poſſeſſion. | 

The whole Action laſted till Four in the Afternoon. 
They are ſuppoſed to have been 30,000 ſtrong, and 
conſiſted of the Flower of the French Army, and par- 
ticularly of the Houſhold Troops, which are in a 
manner all deſtroyed. Amongſt their Wounded, Slain, 
and Priſoners, there are ſome of the firſt Diſtinction, 
and it is ſaid, Princes of the Blood. 

You will eaſily believe that we muſt have had ſome 
Loſs on our Side, but it is affured that the Enemy's 
was three Times as great. Amongſt the Dead, there 
are Lieutenant: General Clayton, and Colonel Peers of 
the Regiment of Feb Fuſileers. In the Hanover 
Troops, Major Tallard is killed, and ſeveral Captains 


and Subalterns. Amongſt che Wounded, the Principal 


is his Royal Highneis the Duke of Cumberland. who 
diſtinguiſhed himſelf by the Valour which is natural to 
the Princes of his illuſtrious Houſe, having been in the 
hotteſt of the Action. x 3 

The King charged at the Head of a Regiment of 
Foot, which, as well as the whole Army, being ani- 
mated by his Majefty's Preſence, performed Won-

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ders. The Duke D' Aremberg is ſlightly. wounded, and 
Major General Monroy of the Hanover Troops, had 
one Leg carried off, and the other wounded. 

| . Laſt Friday our whole Army marched by Hanau to 
this Place, where we found the 6,000 Heſſiaus, and the 
eight Battalions newly arrived trom Hanover, We are 
now above 50,000 Men, and ſhall extend ourſelves al- 
moſt to Fraufort, which is three Hours diſtant from 
Hence, That Town, as alſo the River /Mayn is of 
great Importance to us for our Subſiſtance, We ſhall 
Joon know what is reſolved as to farther Operations, 
and it ſtems molt probable that we ſhall croſs the 
Mayn to ſeek the Enemy, the King and the whole Ar- 
my being in the higheſt Spirits.

Our Army drew up in Order of Battle, as well as it 
f could, in the Wood, and extended itſelf as far to the 
Front of the Enemy as the Ground would allow.

On our Side, our Loſs is computed 
to be near 1,500 kilPd and wounded. Among the fir 
is Lieutenant General Clayton, who was killed upon te 
Spot, equally regretted by the King, the Officers and by 
Soldiers; amongſt the laſt, his Royal Highneſs the T8 
Duke, commanding with great Bravery at his Poſt of 
Major General, received a Musket Ball, which went 
through his Leg; the Duke d' Aremberg received one 
in his Breaſt ; but neither of theſe Wounds is thought 

dangerous. Colonel Peers had a dangerous Shot in the 
Throat.

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A Copy of the following LETTER was given us by the 
Gentleman mentioned in the Poſtſcript, and came 


from an Officer in the Foot Service, and in the Hcat 
of the Engagement. 


June 19, Grand Camp near Hanau. 
Dear Sir, 


A Y waiting for ſomething of Conſequence in this 

Part of the World has been what has ſo long 
deprived me of the Pleaſure of writing to you: And as 
for the Friendſhip you have ſo often expreſo'd for me, 1 
may. flatter myſelf the News of my Safety will not be 
diſagreeable. I now have the Satisfaction to tell you 
we have beat the French, and am not in the leaſt hurt. 
We left Nienwood, where I join'd our Regiment a Month 
ſince, and arrived in the Grand Camp at A{chafenberg, 
30 Miles beyond Francfort; where, on Thurſday laſt at 
two in the Morrt.ing, we began our March for that 
Place. The French, whoſe Camp was only divided 
from ours by the River Mayn, oblerving our Motions, 
decamp'd and paſs'd the River at Detl ingen, and drew 
up their Army on the Plains near that Place: They 
had all the Advantages in the World, both in the plant- 
ing their Cannon, and the drawing up of the Troops; 
they had three Batteries, which pla y'd on us for three 
Hours before we could come up to them, one in our 
Flank, and two in the Front, up to the Mouths of 


which we were obliged to march before we could attack 


them: The Balls flew very thick about us; there were 
whole Ranks ſwept down juſt by my Side; but, God be 
praiſed, I was not in the leaſt hurt. After three Hours 
Cannonading we came up with *em, bur were obliged 
to march through a Moraſs up to the Knees before we 
could touch 'em, and all that in their Sight. The firſt 
Line of the Engliſb was the only one that was engaged, 
and that was drawn up in the following Order: On the 
Right of all, one Brigade of Auſtrians; on the Right 
of the Exgliſb Brigade, Pulleney's; then Onſlow's,

on the Left of all, Johnſon's. The firſt Line, compoſed

| ſe Troops, engaged the firſt Line of the French; 
— a — — Fire of half an Hour, the 
French ran away, and the Engliſh kept advancing all the 
Time. The French then brought up their ſecond Line, 
and attack'd us with great Bravery, but our Men re- 
ceived them as well; and after a very bloody and well- 
fought Battle on both Sides, we beat their ſecond Line 
back. We then breath'd a little, and the Eugliſo Horſe 
were order'd to charge the French Horſe; but on the 
firſt Onſet of the French, our Horſe all run away, and 
broke through our firſt Line; and the French Horſe, ' 
which happen'd to be their Gens Arms, follow'd them 
quite thro*'. This had like to have been attended with 
fatal Conſequences ; but the Exgliſb Foot, with the 
greateſt Bravery, cloſed their Line, turn'd about, and, 
| believe, out of 400 which broke through, not fift 

eſcaped, The Gens d' Arms behaved moſt charmingly, 
they rode up to us on a full Trot, with a broad Sword 
flung on their Riſts, and a Piſtol in each Hand, which, 
as ſoon as they had fired, they flung at our Heads, and 
fell on Sword in Hand. The Foot, which had been in 
ſome Diſorder by the Cowardice of our Horſes, were 
not able to ſtand the Shock, but gave way, tho' they 
ſoon cloſed, faced about and kill'd them by Dozens.— 
My Lord Sair, after this, came to the Head of our 
Regiment and praiſed the whole Line of Foot, and ſaid, 
he would himſclf ſee us make the Atrack on the third 
Line of the French, who were then in beautiful Order to 
oppoſe us: Upon which we gave him three Huzza's and 
march'd on; but there was ſuch a Panick through the 
French, at ſeeing our firſt Line ſtill able to face em, that 
they retreated immediately over the Bridge they paſs'd 
in the Morning, and, in the Confuſion, there were great 
Numbers drown'd The King immediately came 
to the Head of the Line and applauded all the Troops; 
and as the Guards were not in the Battle, he gave our 
Regiment, and the Welch and Scots Fuzileers the Ho- 
nour of guarding bim that Night. — The Musket-balls 


came 
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came about us incredibly thick : I had my right and left 
Hand Man kilPd twice, and my Hat ſhot thro', which 
was all I ſuffer'd. Our Army is in great Spirits, and 


we expect another Battle ſoon. I had forgot to tell 


you, General Clayton and many others of Diſtinction 
are kill'd; and the Duke of Cumberland, who behaved 
very bravely, is wounded. Other Particulars the News 
Papers will give. The Killed and Wounded J can't tell 
their Number, but the French have loſt double. 


P. S. My Service to Mr. B—h—7#, and tell him the 
French Army, that was not to leave one Man to return 
alive to England, has been defeated by a few thouſand 
Britiſh Foot.

Dear Brother, 


BOUT ten Days ago I wrote to you, and told 

you we expected a Fight the next Day, but it 
did not happen till the 16th inſtant, I now give you the 
Heads of the Battle, but the Particulars muſt be refer- 
red till a more favourable Opportunity. Know then, 
on the 15th in the Evening we were all ordered to 
mount, we marched all the Night by the River: ſide 
that they call the Mayn; when Day-light appear'd we 
ſaw the French on the other Side croſſing a Bridge they 
had made to come over tous. We let them paſs over 
without Interruption. As ſoon as they had took their 
Ground, they began to play their Cannon upon us be- 
fore we got into Order : We ranked together as ſoon as 


poſſible, but received conſiderable Loſs before our Can- 


non was planted. As ſoon as our Cannon began to play, 
we all fell to Work with our ſmall Arms a Quarter be- 
fore Eight in the Morning, and continued in full Fight 
till Six at Night before the French would give Way: 
They fought very ſtoutly, and with as much Courage as 


* the Enxgliſb did, to all Appearance: There was great 
| \ Slaughter 
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Slaughter made, for they had about nine to one in the 
Field, as every body gives an Account; and I verily 
believe we kill'd near nine to one; for there is not as 
yet above two thouſand Men loſt of ours, and about 
eight thouſand French laid upon the Spot : Such a Sight 
as [ deſire never to ſee again! They would not run away 
farther than we chaſed *em, which was not above three 
Miles: Our Men and Horſe could ſtand it no longer, © 
for in three Days they had but one Feed of Corn, and 
; neither Hay nor Water : However, we took the French 
"X Life-Guards Standard; we charged them Sword in 
Hand, when they ſtood nine File deep, and we but 
three File deep, and drove them out of the Field with 
the Devil to them. We took ſeveral French Colours, 
with ſixteen Pieces of their Cannon, and ſeveral of their 
General Officers Priſoners; we loſt one General, but 
ſeveral Field Officers kilPd and wounded ; however, 
thank God's Providence, I have eſcaped this Battle, 
tho* the ſecond Cannon-ball that was fired took my 
Right-hand Man's Head off, blew his Face into my 
Face, and the back Part of his Head into the Air. 
Prince William is wounded, Lord Albemarle's Horſe 
was ſhot under him; the King received no Wounds, 
tho” he ventured as far as any Soldier in the Field. | 
write this in a Hurry : There are juſt now Orders come 
for us to march, I fancy to attack again. I have ſome 
Money in my Pocket, and I cannot tell, nor contrive, 


how to get it to my Wife, and, if I ſhould drop, the 
French will have it.

A LETTER from Mr. Hooper to his Wife at the Green 
Dragon in Mattox Street. 


Dear Wife, 
: FTER a long Fatigue, and a great deal of 


Danger on our Side, having this Opportunity 


of acquainting you of our melancholy Affair, which 
was between our Army and the French Army, when 
there was many Thouſands ſlain ; but, thank God, we 
overpower'd the French, and got the better of them 
which made them run like Cowards as they are. Thank 
God neither I nor your Son received any Damage. Ma- 
Jor Johnſon, of our Troop, had his Leg ſhot off ; one 
Cowell, of our Troop, which was in the Front-Rank 
too, and next to me, had his Leg ſhot, which was 
broke with the Shot, and afterwards cur off, and died 
ſoon after, and that was all we had hurt to ſignify ; a 
great many ſlightly wounded, but I hope they will re- 
cover again. The fourth Troop had two ſhot dead 
one Miller, who was here in the laſt War, and the other 


was one Briſtow, who carried your Apron home to his 


Wife when you were in Ghent, ——T he Grenadiers loſt 
but one Man :{We were drawn up in the Field, and the 
French Cannon fir'd upon us for a long Time, which did 
a great deal of Damage to us. —Our Army fought like 
brave Fellows, which made the French to run. My 
Dear, *tis a very ſhocking Thing to ſee the poor Souls 
that are lying upon the Ground, and to hear their Cries, 
and God knows how foon we ſhall engage again. We 
were in the Heat of the Battle, only the Foot tn the Front, 
and we cover'd them. The firſt Attack was on the 
Left, where there were many kill'd on both Sides, both 
Horſe and Foot; the Balls flew about like Bees m 
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Cumberland is wounded in the Leg. 
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ral Huzza's we gave for the Honour of old England. A 
Drum-Horſe, which was near to your Son, was ſhot 
dead, which was Jobn, I thought; but I ſaw him very 
often wheeling about, and with 2 long Sword in his 
Hand, calling out, FATHER, ARE YOU ALIVE ?

The Paſs was defended by a Party of about 
1000 French, who were detach'd from the main Army, 
and were themſelves marching up to it as faſt as poſſible, 
thinking to ſuſtain the Party ſent before them ; but we 
were too alert for them, for we ſtole a March, and got 
there a Day before them. When Lord Stair came to 
the Town, he demanded Entrance, but was refuſed; | 
he then ſent Word, That, if they did not immediate. 
ly open the Gates, he'd beat the Town about their 
Ears; upon which they were open'd, and the French 
quitted the Paſs without firing a Shot, and left it in Lord 
Stair's Poſſeſſion. This Paſs was of very great Conſe- 
quence to us, and prevented the French from ſending 
Succours into Bavaria, which they very much wanted 
to do. That Morning Lord Stair was reconnoitring in 
the Woods, and was ſurprized by a Party of French 
Huſſars, and in his Retreat loſt his Hat, and Mr. Little. 
ton was ſhot in the Thigh, but the Ball, being ſpent, 
did him very little Hurt. The next Day, being the 
3th of June, we were all drawn up in one Line, for 
his Majeſty to ſee us, which he did, and paſs'd along 
the Line about two o' Clock, and went to the Caſtle at 
Aſchaffenburg, His Majeſty likewiſe reconnoitred the 
French, who were then all encamping on the oppoſite 
Side the Man, and very near us. We lay here till 
Wedneſday the 15th of June, at Night, at which Time 
we ſtruck all our Tents, and Jay on our Arms all Night, 
in Readineſs to march next Morning early, which we 
did about 4 o'Clock, being Thurſday the 16th of June; 
and a fatal Day it would have been to Ergland, had not 
God fought for us; for the French deſigned to have cut 
every Man to Pieces, and thought nothing was furer 
than that they could do it, having ſo very great an Ad- 
vantage of us; for the Reaſon of our marching was the 
Want of Proviſions, and I am ſure no one in the leaſt 
thought of a Battle that Day. Their Intention 
was this: They knew we wanted Proviſion, and ex- 
pected we would march the Way that we did, _ » 
| er 
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ger'd their Scheme accordingly. The Night before we 
march'd, the whole French Army, Cacepting about 
1000, who were left to take Care of the Baggage, de- 
eamp'd in the Night, and march'd about five Miles 
along the Mayn, where they encamp'd in two Bodies 
very near the River-ſide, one Body oppoſite to (Dettin- 
gen) the Town where the Battle was tought, the other 
about half a Mile from it towards us: At this Town 
they had laid two Bridges croſs the River, and rais'd a. 
ſtrong Battery of ſix T welve-pounders to cover their 
Bridges, and the Night that we lay on our Arms, the 
greateſt Camp of the two croſſed the Bridge, and wait- 
ed our March. Accordingly the whole Army march'd, 
with all their Baggage, and Men with their Tent-poles, 
Haverſacks, Knapſacks,&c.which they themſelves carry. 

The Engliſh was the 1ſt Column, the Auſtrians the 2d, 
and Hanoverians the 3d. Now between Dettingen and 
our Camp there was another long Village, which you 
muſt know is very troubleſome for an Army to march 
thro'. As ſoon as the Engliſh, which was the firſt Co- 
lumn, had march'd thro', we halted about an Hour 
waiting the 2d and 3d Columns marching thro'. Now 
oppoſite to this Town they had a very ſtrong Battery of 
Cannon rais'd, and as ſoon as Part of the 2d Column 
had got thro' the Town, they began to play on them, 
as faſt as poſſible, thinking to divide the Army, that 

they might the more eaſily cut us te Pieces, Upon 
hearing their Cannon play on us, we began to form in 
Order of Battle as well as we could; upon that the other 
French Camp, which was oppoſite to us, ſtruck their 
Tents, and march'd acroſs the Bridge as faſt as poſſible, 
ſo that they were form'd, and ready to engage, before 
we were all got together; and a very advantageous 
Piece of Ground they were drawn up on, having Dettin- 


gen on the right Wing well fortified, which was an ex- 


traordinary good Thing for them. However, not- 
withſtanding their Deſign in dividing the Army with 
their Cannon, the whole got thro', and ſuſtain'd very 
little Loſs. We then began to form the whole Body in 
Order of Battle, which was no ſooner done, than they 


began 
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began to flank us with their Batteries of Cannon in a 
prodigious Manner, and did us a great deal of Damage, 
for they ſwept us away by whole Files at a Time, and 
his Majeſty himſelf was in very great Danger, for he 
was expos'd to the whole Heat of their Fire; and Ma- 
Jor Jobnſon, Major Brigade of Lord Albemarle, had his 
Leg ſhot off as he rode cloſe to his Majeſty. The E- 
nemy had raiſed their Cannon Batteries all along the 
River-fide directly oppoſite to where we were to march, 
thinking to tear us to Pieces as we march'd along; 
however, we form'd ourſelves in three Lines of Battle, 
and fix d moſt of the Engliſb Cannon on our Left, againſt 
their Right, and began to play away as faſt as poſſibly 
we could, and did very great Execution among them: 
We had alſo fix or eight Pieces of Haxoverian Cannon 
on our Right againſt their Left, which play'd very pret- 
tily, and did great Execution, for I myſelf ſaw fix at a 
Time ſwept away with them. The Engagement began 
about 11 O'Clock on our Right, where was fix'd the 
Gens d Arms of France, and all the beſt Troops the 
French had, againſt our Left, and behav'd prodigious 
well: Our Left was broke once or twice, but rallied 
again, and behaved with as much Courage and Bravery 
as any Troops in the World could do; tho' ſome ſay 1 
the Horſe might have done more Execution than they 9 
did, had they ſtood ſtrongly. The Battle ended about 
3 o'Clock in the Afternoon, to the great Honour of the | | 
Emnglib, for the French quitted the Field, and took to MM 
the Bridge to make their Eſcape, and great Numbers 
of them croſſed the River; but we had a Battery which , 
deſtroy'd a great many of them going over the Bridge ; - 
and it is ſaid, that, with what was drown'd, and what 9 

was kill'd going over the Bridge, there were upwards 
of 2,000 found dead, and it is ſaid 4,000 in the Field Wi 
of Battle, beſides Priſoners and Wounded: But, how- IM 
ever; I am not yet certain whether or no there are ſo 
many, neither is it known yet what Numbers we loſt; M 
but rhe greateſt Loſs we ſuſtain 1s that of General Clay- 42 
ton, a worthy, good Man, and brave General. His 
Majeſty was expos'd ſeveral Times in great Danger, but 
| (thank Mt 
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(thank God) received no Hurt, Juſt before the French 
retreated, as we were advancing up to them, his Ma- 
jeſty, with two more Generals only, was in the Rear of 
our Regiment, which was Part of the Front Line, walk- 
ing on Foot. We gave three great Huzza's before the 
Battle, and three more when we had gain'd the Victory. 
We took twelve Pieces of Braſs Cannon, three Stan- 
dards, and four Pair of Colours ; and we loſt a Stan- 
dard, and a Pair of Kettle drums. The Regiments 
that ſuffer'd moſt were, Fobnſon's, and Soule's that was 
Cornwallis's, the Welch Fuzileers,-Pultney's, Duroure's 
and Bland's Dragoons, and Hawleys. We loſt no Of- 
ficers of Diſtinction, but ſeveral wounded ; the Duke of 
Cumberland was ſhot thro? the Calf of the Leg, but is 
very well; worthy Colonel Peers is wounded, alſo Bri- 
gadier Huske, Major Honeywood, and Duke de Arem- 
berg, an Auſtrian General, but are all in a fair Way of 
doirg well: We loſt no Officers in our Regiment, nor 
any wounded, and very few Men kilPd. Captain Havi- 
land's Horſe had two of his Legs ſhot off as his Servant 
fat on him, and his Knapſack taken from him with a 
Cannon-Ball. I received but very little Loſs, which 
was ſome of my- Cart-geer, and one of the Spokes of 
my Cart-wheel was broke off with a Cannon-ball. His 
Majeſty is at a Palace belonging to the Prince of Heſſe, 
near Hanau, a large fortify'd Town, near which we are 
now encamp'd, and in a very plentiful good Country, 
It is thought the French won't care for another Engage- 
ment, they are ſo caſt down with the Diſappointment 
of not cutting us to Pieces; but, if ever they ſtand ano- 
ther Battle, they'll not come ſo well off as they did this 
laſt, for we now know they are our declared Enemies. 

There was a Meſſenger from Prince Charles brought 
his Majeſty the News of his defeating the French in three 
different Battles, and took all their Baggage, and beat 
them in ſuch a Manner, that they'll never be able to a 
pear there again; and it is tal d that Prince Charles is 


coming with 30,000 Men to join us. The Emperor is 


now at Zrancfort, and has declared himſelf neuter, which 


| is very great News; for, it is thought, that now moſt 
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of the Princes of the Empire will come in; ſo that, I 
hope, before we have done with Monſ. Foyhn Fatter, as 
the Hanoverians call them, we ſhall bring them to the 
Joweft-Ebb they were ever brought to before, and don't 


doubt the People of England will greatly rejoice at this 
News. The Day after the Battle Mr. J/orſly arrived ſafe 


with his Recruits. 


P. S. The Day after the Battle, there join'd us 8, ooo 
Hunoverians, and 6O0O0 Heſfans, all whom the French 
expected to cut off, after they had deſtroy'd us. 
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Hanau, June 21. O. S. 1743. 


N Wedne/day at Sun- ſet, we received Orders to ſtrike 
our Tents, to lie upon our Arms till Break of Day, 
and then to march without Beat of Drum, or Sound of 
Trumpet, which was done with great Secrecy and Silence, 
as we imagined : The French had, notwithſtanding all 
this, received ſome Intimation of our Intentions. As 
they knew the Scarcity of Forage and Proviſions would 
oblige us to leave that Part of the Country where we 
were, they had determined to cut off our March to 
this Place, where we were to be join'd with 13,000 
Heſhans and Hanoverians; they paſſed a Number of 
Horſe and Foot over the Mayn ; and at the Point of 
Day, when we began to move, we ſaw Part of their 
Army on its March on the other Side of the River, 
and at nine o'Clock 1n the Morning they began to fire a 
Battery of Cannon, which did not much incommode us. 
About half an Hour after ten, they paſſed 35,000 
Men, and left 10,000 on their own Side to ſecure their 
Retreat, in caſe they ſhould be obliged to repaſs the 
River. At ten Minutes after eleven the Battle began : 
The firſt Line, all of Eng/i/h Foot, being led by Gene- 
ral Clayton and the Duke, which ſuſtain'd the whole Fire

ning Men. 1 he Exgliſb Troops behaved like Angels, 
and his Majeſty told us, he was contented with us, and

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hoped that we were ſo with his Conduct. The Duke 
behaved extremely well, heading our Foot with the 
King; he is wounded in the Leg, but out of Danger: 
General Clayton is killed, and we, I fee, ſhall feel the 
Loſs of him. Colonel Piers is terribly wounded, and, 
it's believ'd, will not recover. Major Honeywood is ter. 
ribly wounded, and in great Danger; the Regiment he 
commanded loſt near four out of ſix, but attacked 


three times their Number. About Evening the French *

IS Royal Highneſs left Aſchaffenbourg on Wedne/- 

H day laſt, about 7 in the Evening, and went to 
the Army, which lay about a League from thence. 
The King went out about Ten, but for want of Hor- 
fes we could not go till Midnight. The next Morn- 
ing we were {urprited by the French, who had thrown a 
Bridge croſs the River Mayn unknown to us, and began 
to play upon us with their Cannon very briſkly, Our 
Army at firſt was hard put to it for want of being in 
Reavinels : But our Cannon being brought too, a [mart

Engagement of Cannonading enſued on both Sides. 
Our People ſuffered 1 at firſt from their Fi- 
ring, and, in one o the Hanoverian Regiments, there 
was not above 300 Men left out of 800. At laſt they 
came to an Engagement, and we again ſuffered pretty 
much at the Beginning, but in the End we got the better 
of them: And tho' a great many were killed on both 
Sides, yet the Loſs ot the French was greatly ſuperior 
to ours. We took 73 Officers and Subalterns, beſides 
what were killed and wounded, His Majeſty and Roy- 
al Highneſs were in the Engagement; his Majeſty eſ- 
caped happily, but his Royal Highneſs is wounded in 
his left Leg. The Ball went in near the Shin Bone, 
and out of his Calf behind, but thank God he is in a 
fair Way of doing well. General Clayton is killed, Co- 
lovel Mfeloniere, and many more of our Officers dange- 
rouſly wounded. Mr. J/yndbam and Mr, Fitzwilliams 
had their Horſes ſhot under them, bur received no 
Hurt. One of the Hanoverian Generals, and his Son, 
a Lieutenant, had each of them a Leg taken off by 
the fame Cannon Ball. One of our Horſe-Grenadiers 
had his Cloak ſhot from behind him, and the ſame 
Cannon Ball took off the Head of a Foot Soldier very 
clean. A Hungarian Drummer had his Drum taken 


Z from his Side, the Hilt and Part of the Blade of his 


Sword, and the Skirt of his Coat, by a Cannon Ball, 
and yet was not hurt. There were many more ſuch 
Accidents too tedious to mention. The Field of Bat- 
tle was covered with Dead, and dying Men; ſome 
with their Arms ſhot off, and ſome their Legs, and 
nothing was heard but horrid Groans and diſmal Cries. 
Some were ſtript ſtark naked, and ſome had left a rag- 
ged Shirt or tattered Pair of Breeches not worth taking 
away, Aﬀter the Battle was over, there fell a heavy 
Rain, which continued all the Afternoon and all Day 
Yeſterday, ſo that thoſe who were grown dry and duf- 
ty, were well waſhed and clean'd. I expect we ſhall 
have another Battle very ſoon, and I hope it will be a 
deciſive one, for I long to be in England again, I 
have not been in a Bed theſe many Nights; it I go to 
Night

F rom the Britiſh Camp, June 18, 1743. 


"My Deareſt Life, 


Have taken the firſt Opportunity to let you know I 

am very well, and, I bleſs God, I received no 
Wound in the Battle with the French, which I don't 
doubt you have heard of before you receive this ; we 
have loſt moſt of our Baggage, both Officers and Sol- 
diers, by the Negle& of the Officers not placing a 
Guard over it, when we threw it down where the Bat- 
tle-began : I have nothing lefr but what I have on my 
Back; I cannot give you at preſent a particular Ac- 
count of how many there are on both Sides kilPd, for 
the Dead are not yet buried, but it is thought there are 
6,000 French killed and wounded, and 1, 6oo' Engliſh; 
we took one French General, and ſeveral Officers Priſo- 
ners, two Standars from the Gens d' Arms, ſix Pair of 
Colours, and twelve Pieces of Cannon. 

The Battle was fought as follows, 

On the 15th, O. S. the whole Army had Orders to 

ſtrike their Tents, and the Engliſh to encamp on the 


- Right, the foreign Troops on the Left. The ſame Day 


I mounted the King*s Guard, and in the Afternoon the 
King's Baggage, and all the Generals, were pack'd 
up, and ſent into the Field; the Generals took the 
Field that Night, but we little thought what it was 
for: We who were upon the King's Guard, which were 
36, were order'd to have our Horſes ready bridled, to 
go out with the King that Night: At Two in the 
Morning the King mounted his Horſe, and went. into 
the Field, and reviewed the Auſtrian and Hanoverian 
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Troops, which by this Time were march'd to the 
Left of the Engl/þ; the King finiſh'd his Review about 
Nine, and was very wel] pleaſed, and well he might, 
for they are the fineſt Troops I ever ſaw; he then or- 
dered all the foreign Troops to march and join the Ex- 
gli% ; the King rode by them, and we thought he was 
going to Hanau, where his Baggage was gone, but we 
were ſoon convinc'd to the contrary; for he had not 
rode above a Mile toward the French, but they began 
to fire at him from a Battery of 12 Pieces of Cannon 
but, as God would have it, they levelled too high. I 
ſaw ſeveral Balls go within half a Yard of his Head: I 
was in the firſt Rank next the King; our Captain had 
his Hat ſhot of; the Man on my Right- Hand had his 
Horſe ſhot, and the Man on my Left was ſhot in the 
Shoulder, and the next to him ſhot dead. Then they 
fired from three Batteries upon the Horſe, and the 
Balls flew as thick as Hail. All this Time the King 
was not at all concern'd; the Duke d' Aremberg defir'd 
him to go out of Danger: He made Anſwer, Don't tell 
me of Danger, Ill be even with them: He is certainly 
the boldeſt Man I ever ſaw. This Firing happend 
juſt by their Baggage, and they ran with their Wag- 
gons among us, and almoſt over the King. The Cry- 
ing of the Women and Children frightned the King's 
_— and he ran away with him, but he ſoon ſtop- 
ped him. 

By this Time the French were drawn in Line of Bat- 
tle, and playing their Cannon on our Horſe, eſpecially 
the Horſe- Guards, Honeywosod's, the Blue's, and Lego- 
nier's, which were on the Right of the Foot, and had 
three Batteries playing on them for three Hours, be- 
fore the ſmall Shot began A The French drew up their 
Left Wing in the Corner of a Wood, in order to flank 
our Right. By this Time we had three Batteries firing 
on the French ; the King then drew his Sword, and or- 
dered the Haneverian Foot and Horſe, and ſome Eng- 
lb, through the Corner of the Wood, and rode abour 
like a Lion; he drew them up in Line of Battle him- 
Cannon on the Right, and bid 


them

them fire on the Flank of the French : He ſtood by un- 
til the Cannon fired, which did great Execution, kill- 
ing 30 or 40 at a Shot; then he went to the Foot, and 
ordered them not to fire 'till the French came cloſe, 
which were about 100 Yards diſtant ; then the French 
fird upon us directly, and the Shot flew again as thick 
as Hail; then the King flouriſh'd his Sword, and ſaid, 
Now Boys !—Neow, for the Honour of England, fire, and 
bebave Brave, and the French will ſoon run. Then the 
Foot gave an Huzza, and fir'd, and both Sides fir'd 
very faſt ; but our Men fir'd too faſt for them, and 
ſoon made them retreat, and then gave another Huzza 
and fir'd: Then the Horſes on both Sides engag'd ; theirs 
were drawn up eight deep, and ours three: Bland's 
Regiment ſuffer'd very much, but the French ſoon gave 
Ground, and we drove them over the River into a 
Wood. There were about 500 drown'd in getting over; 
our Army was drawn up, and lay under Arms all 
Night ; it rain'd very hard all Night, and Part of the 
next Day; we had neither Victuals, Drink, or Tents 
to lie in, after the Work was done, The King ſtood in 
the Field *till Ten that Night. They who had Tents, 
pitch'd them, others laid on the wet Ground; I have 
not had above half a Pound of Bread theſe two Days.— 
We are marching back to Francfort to refreſh the Ar- 
my before the next Engagement, if the Monſieurs dare 
face us.

N my Laſt, I gave you an Account of what paſſed 

in the Action at Dettingen. I have only to add, 
that we apprehend the French undertook this hazard- 
ous Enterprize with a View of ſeizing his Majeſty and 
his Baggage. They had Intelligence given, that his 
Majeſty was going to Hanau, where we now are, from 
Ajchafſenbourg, to meet a Body of Heſſians and Hanove- 
rians, which are joining us: And, in this, they had 
certainly ſucceeded, had it not been for the Vigilance

of our Generals; which, with the Bleſſing of God, 
fruſtrated their Attempts. His Majeſty continues in 
perfect Health, highly pleaſed with the Behaviour of 
his Officers and Men, both which receive viſible Marks 
of his Bounty and Affection. His Highneſs the Duke 
of Cumberland is out of all Danger; but we are till 
to lament the Loſs of General Clayton, who was a brave, 
old, experienced Officer, bur unfortunately ſhot on the

X Toa Noailles having had Information the Night before laſt; 
that the Allied Army was decamping ; and all his Adviees 
agreeing that they were retiring. towards Hanau, he made the necef- 
ry Preparations for paſſing the Mayn with a Part of his Arm 
over the Bridges, and by the Ford of this Place, in order to fa 
upon their Rear. He poſted his Troops from thence up the Mays 
to a Place above the Village of Dettingen, where, inſtead 'of the 
Rear, he found the whole Allied Army; and tho' he had but a Part 
of his own with him, and the Advantage of the Ground was on the 
Enemies Side, he charged them notwithſtanding, The Action 
was very brisk; the Allies loſt a very great Number of Men, flain 
or wounded; as alſo a Piece of Cannon, and five Standards. After 
fo obſtinate a Battle, the Marſhal thought it neceſſary to withdraw 
his Troops, who repaſſed the Mays without the Allies offering to 
purſue them.
